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Well first off, I'd like to thank you for taking a chance with this 
sample of Ontario music. ( 1 hope it was worth the risk ). This here 
compilation, at one time was a fairly representative collection of some bands 
found in Ontario. This tape has been two and a half years in the making. This 
is my fault and my apologies go out to those bands who contributed to this 
project ( you have been more than understanding ). 

There are afew people who deserve special recognition, whom 
without, this project would not have been possible. I'd like to thank Ken 
Rentner for his advice and encouragement, Lenny D' Angelo, Mike Canzi, 
CHRY, Dominic, Chris Her for his art work, Jill Heath, Derek Emerson, Don 
Lebeuf, Louann Voskens, Shawn Chirrey, Joel 'Confuzed' Robinson, Kool 
Aiden, Dave Intense. Shawn McDonald, Greg Adams ( Or the Rhythm Pigs ) 
for his Inspiration, all the bands for their effort, and many others whose 
efforts go unrewarded. These people know who they are. Their unselfishness 
keeps me going. 

The original intention of this cassette was to offer a showcase of bands 
in the Ontario region. The title was borrowed from an old slogan that the 
ministry of tourism, for the Ontario provincial government, would use to sell 
this province to prospective vacationers. It too has since become out of date. 
The significance of this slogan, however, is to highlight a vital alternative 
music scene, which is to be found at a grass roots level. This slogan was the 
best way I knew of drawing attention to something whose presence is so 
often ignored. 

As a result of the lack of resources available, much time has elapsed 
since my primal urge occurred, to release this tape. Many bands have 
become defunct since then. Some examples include*B.S.L„ Visible Minority, 
D.O.G., Black Donnellys, Godcorp., Sons of Ishmael, Nunfuckers, Hype, . . 
Porcelain Forehead, and Hakenkreuz, but to name a few. Fortunately, there 
has been a steady flow of new bands to fill the gaps. A discography has been 
enclosed as a centerfold. All the addresses included are recent, so if any of 
these bands tempts a further listen, please drop them a note. I'm hoping that 
this compilation may serve as your guide to some contemporary alternative 
music found only in Ontario. So as the title reads,
